2. ORDERED that the IRS cannot withhold on the basis of attorney work product and 
attorney-client privileges any documents as to which those privileges were previously asserted 
and denied in the related Rule 60(b) litigation in the Central District of California; it is further 

3. ORDERED that plaintiffs cross-motion for summary judgment is GRANTED IN 
PART and DENIED IN PART; it is fiirther 
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4. ORDERED that the IRS cannot withhold the name of an IRS agent on the basis of 
FOIA Exemptions 6 or 7(c); and it is further 

5. ORDERED that the IRS's various motions are GRANTED in all other respects and 
plaintiffs cross-motion for summary judgment is DENIED in all other respects.
